1. Progress reports on tasks assigned by the DCI/DDCI:

d. A representative from the Office of Information Services attended 
a briefing on the unauthorized disclosures reported by the Agency to the 
Department of Justice during the period 1 April through 30 Septanber 1984. 

The briefing was provided at the request of the Information Security Oversight 
Office (ISOO) by speakers from the Office of Security and the Office of 
General Counsel. ISOO was particularly interested in the Agency's policy on 25X1 
document distribution and CIA's relationship with the FBI during the 
investigation of unauthorized disclosures.

j. The Director of Personnel participated in recruiting activities in 
Phoenix, Arizona, and Los Angeles, California, during the week of 10 December. 
Representatives frcm the Offices of Security and Medical Services were 
available <mi the ^t to conduct polygraphs and assessments for suitability 
for those applicants vrtKxn the DI recruiter named as definite enployment 
candidates. This new process is a major first step in the Office of 
Personnel's drive to reduce enployment processing time to 120 days. 


1. Renovations throughout the Headquarters area are progressing 
well. Both the North Cafeteria and South Cafeteria projects are continuing 
during the weekends, and the patching, sanding, and dry wall operations are 
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nearing conpletion. AdditicMially, repair to the pedestrian tunnel is on 
schedule, and the sidewalk between the bus stc^ and the tunnel, as well as the 
handicap ranp, was poured during the reporting period.
